2. We were not alerted by the FBI or other sources as 
to today's demonstration, Had we been, no senior Headquarters 
recruitment official would have been dispatched to New York 
City to join Mr. [_____] as he is a cool and seasoned 
recruiter who went through one of these experiences at CCNY 
last year.
